I rev. rs. d tlie 
and wbisll.d r.ir brakes. The 
jumped oil, 
uncoupled llie passenger cars, set the 
brake- on them, ami brought them to 
a stop.

A Comet Ceaalac. 

|S|.ei liil to tlie . ouiier-Journal.j 

Haktkokii, Ky., Juue 3>.— "You 
may l.sik out for a brilliant comet iu 
the south-western heavens early iu 
August or the latter part of July," 
sai.l I'rof John M. Kleiu, Kentucky's 
astronomer, to the (xjitrier- Journal cor- 
respondent last night, during a mistu- 
light promenade with the star-gazer. 

•Tpou what theory do you base such 
a prediction?" I asked. 

"Well, tlu fact of the matter is that I 
have noticed for several nights the un- 
mistakable path, or orbit to the comet. 
Look, do you see that great streak iu 
the heavens resembling somewhat the 
milky way. It is the path or orbit of a 
great comet and that great streak of 
light is the gaseous matter that follows 
in the wake of a comet. It is impossi- 
ble to see it at present as it travels in 
the orbit of the suu, w hose brilliant 
light duriiu the day prevents the hu- 
man eye from ga/iug at it. The de- 
flection by the latter part of July or 
August will, however, bring it above 
luring tlie early eveuiug 
It will be plainly visible 
aud will tie of tbe first magnitude."
